Claims 12, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(a) as being anticipated by Hashimoto 

(6, 340, 606). 

Hashimoto shows in figure 1 A at least one chip 12 with a connection pad 13 on a fi-ont 
face, a substrate 14 in which said chip is mounted thereon. A support lead is shown having an 
interface on a an inner face and having at least connection element in the form of a projection 18a 
which show fixed and electrically coupled against the connection pad 13 of the chip. Protective 
film 22, 20 is shown over the face of the support. 

Claims 12, 13 are rejected. 

Claim 14, 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claims 1-11 and 15-17 are considered allowable over the prior art cited of record. 
Ikegami and Hashimoto ( 6,515,370) are cited to shows chip pads coupled to connection 
elements.
